Pittssuren, Aug. 3.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] Hugh Ross, a strike 
leader, this morning swore out war- 
rants for the arrest of H. C. Frick, 
chairman; T. F. Lovejoy, secretary: J. 
G. A. Leishman and H. IM. Cory, offi- 
cials of the Carnegie Company; J. A. 
Potter and G, A. Curry, superintend- 
ents at the mills; Robert A. and Wiill- 
bess Pinkerton and half a dozen of their 
men who took part in the fight at 
ar charging them with mur- 
der. It is probable that information 
will be made later against them for 
conspiracy to depress the wages of 
workmen and toincite riot by bring- 
ing armed men into Homestead. The 
suits were delayed on account of the 
shooting of Frick, and it is not the 
strikers’ intention to have him arrested 
at present. His young son died today. 

Secretary Lovejoy, Vice-President 
Leishman and Treasurer Curry of the 
Carnegie Company appeared before 
Judge Ewing in the Criminal Court, 
this afternoon to surrender themselves. 
They were released on $10,000 bail 
each. Messrs. Frick, Nevin, McConnel, 
Dovey and Potter were represented by 
their attorneys. The hearing on their 
application for bail was postponed until 
tomorrow,

SUPPRESSED BY MILITIA. 


Strikers Attempt a Riot, a Riot, Bat Are Promptly 
Quelied. 

— (Pa.,) Ang. 8—[By the 
Associated Press.] The arrests of Yard- 
master James Dovey and Superintend- 
ent McConnell, of theopen hearth de- 
partment, on the charges of murder. 
this afternoon, were attended by turbu- 
lent scenes, necessitating the interfer- 
ence of the niilitia and the additional 
arrest ofa striker. When Constables 
Stewart and Ginher reached Home- 
stead with four warrants, two for the 
above Carnegie officials and the 
others for Superintendent Potter and 
George A. Corey, rumors of the pros- 
pective arrests spread through the 
town and hundreds of locked out and 
striking men gathered at the different 
stations. At Munhall the crowd num- 
bered 200. The train on which the 
constahles an@ prisoners were to be 
taken to Pittsburgh was a few minutes 
late, and when the constables and pris- 
oners arrived atthe depot the crowd 
serged around the station door as the 
prisoners were hurried into it. The 
patrol of militia strove to keep the men 
back, but the force was unequal to the 
task. Every minute the crowd in- 
creased, while muttered threats, espe- 
cially directed against Dovey, were 
plainly heard. 

As time passed the crowd became 
more turbulent and word was hastily 
sent to the provost marshal. He dis- 
patched at once Maj. Crawford witha 
company of the Fifteenth Regiment. 
On arrival at the depot the soldiers 
marched company front, pushing back 
the crowd, which retired in a surly 
way. One striker named Thomas 
Bowen became obstreperous and 
yelled, Three cheers for Dovey,

could give them two soldiers 
hastily seized Bowen. He was hustled

quelled the hostile demonstration. 
Bowen will be charged with unlawful 
assemblage and disorderly conduct and 
probably with inciting to riot. The 
turbulent demonstration has convinced 
Gen. Wylie that it would be useless to 
remove the militia from Homestead for 
the present.

HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 
Wilcox Again Assails the Ministry, but is 
Defeated, 

Honor ere, July 26, via San Francisco, 
Aug. 8.— [By the Associated Press.] 
During the session of the Hawaiian Leg- 
islature on July 21, Representative 
Wilcox bronght ap his resolution of 
want of confidence in the ministery and

THE TONTO BASIN FUED. 
Tewksbury, the Slayer | of Graham, Not 
Yet Captured. 

Paenrix (Ariz.,) Aug. 3.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A small posse left 
Phoenix this morning for the Tonto 
Basin and Pleasant Valley, headed by 
Deputy Sheriff John Slankard, to look 
for Ed Tewksbury.

Astronomers at Various Observa- 
torles—The Results as a Rule 
Unsatisfactory.

San Francisco, Aug. 8. —|By the Asso- 


_ felated Press.] Prof. Edward S. Holden, 
in a lengthy communication to the As- 


sociated Press from the Lick Observa- 
tory, gives an account of the work being 
done there during the present apposition 
of Mars. He says that there seems to 
be general misapprehension as to the 
character of the work being done. The 
astronomers do not expect to discover 
an unknown continent, but after months 
of work expect to make a new and im- 
proved map of the planet, just as a sur- 
veyor in making a new survey of the 
State of Arkansas, for instance, would 
do. Enough material has already been 
obtained to considerably improve the 
existing maps. He says: 
In my opinion the time has not yet come 
to even speculate on the probability of 
Mars being inhabited, and it is doubtful if 
the observations yet made are sufficient to 
enable us to nounce the planet fit to be 
inhabited. There is very little doubt that 
science will by and by be able to interpret 
all or nearly all of the phemomena and ar- 
rive atcertainties. Just now it must be 
confessed that only a few things are known 
about our nearest planetary neighbor. We 
have found great changes inthe details of 
the Martial surface, while the main out- 
lines have remained much thesame. These 
changes have seemedto be so great that it 
is often dificult to explain them 
by terrestrial analogies. If there are 
indeed inhabitants on Mars, I think 
they might be surprised at some of 
the conjectures which are current on earth 
regarding their surroundings. If the 
white cap at the south pole of Mars is in- 
deed snow and ice, it has been a hard win- 
ter for the Martial Esquimaux. If the red 
areas are landand tbe darker ones water, 
there are now two lakes whcre there was 
one in 1877 and none in 1879. We are 
‘speaking, it must be remembered, of 
bodies of water some hundreds of miles in 
area. The facts of observation are cor- 
rectly given, butexplanation is so doubtful 
that I prefer to simply recite the facts and 
reserve the theory. Some time during the 
resent aptumn our observations will be 
| nished and maps completed and compared 
with the first maps of the same sort. [tis 
probable that then we can draw conclusions 
which are certain and throw new light on 
this very obscure probiem. 


THROUGH MANY TELESCOPES. 


Observations Taken Last Night in Various 
Places—Results Unsatisfactory. 

Wasuinoton, Aug. 8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The moonlight was too 
strong tonight and the atmospheric con- 
ditions unsatisfactory to the scientists 
at the naval observatory. Conse- 
quently they could not see the apposi- 
tion of Mars very well. The planet had 
the appearance of a blazing ball of fire 
on account of this disturbance in the 
atmosphere and no special phenomena, 
therefore, were observed. 

Rocaester (N. V.,) Aug. 3.— Henry C. 
Maine, the well-known astronomer and 
„sun spot man,“ who has been making 
close observations of Mars, said tonight: 
Mars presented no new features at 
midnight. The workings were compar- 
atively faint because of the intense 
illumination of the disc. The snow 
cap is now small. The western limb 
from the snow cap northward seems to 
be more highly illuminated than the 
eastern. The light of the western limb 
appeared to be nearly white, but not so 
white as that reflected by the snow cap. 
In the southern hemisphere there was 
quite a distinct greenish-gray streak 
about 40° from the pole. 

New Haven (Ct.,) Aug. 3.— Tale is 
not well enough equipped in its astro- 
nomical department to do very impor- 
tant work on Mars at its present appo- 
sition. Its §8-inch Grubb equatorial 
simply permits astronomers to obtain a 
good general view of the planetary de- 
tail. 

(Minn.,) Aug. 3.—Observa- 
tions taken at Lovell's observato 
have been unsatisfactory, as Mars ha 
not yet reached its highest altidude. 
One of the moons has been visible for 
thirty hours, butthe other eludes ob-

Cholera Makes Its Appearance in 
St. Petersburg. 


Ex-President Polacio of Venezuela Talk- 
ing Very Bravely at Paris—The

St. Perenssure, Aug. 3.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] One death has 
occurred here from Asiatic cholera. ‘ 
At Nijni, Novgorod, the disease is de- 
creasing, and many workmen who fled — 
in fright are now returning. : 
Cholera has appeared in the govern- 
ment of Kurek, inthe southern part of 
European Russia, It is the most densely 
populated of any government in Russia, 
having a population of about 2,000,000 
persons. The epidemic continues to in- 
crease in Asiatic Russia. In Toboisk 
fifty-nine new cases and . thirty-iine 


In consequence of the prevalence of . 
cholera in Russia the schools have al 
closed tillSeptember. Medical students 
will be sent to the infected districts te 
help fight the disease. 

After the suppression of the riots in 
Tashkend several thousand insurgent 
Sarts fied from the city and tried te 
cross the provinence of Syr-Darya inte 
Ferghana, but were repulsed by local 
troops. The insurrection has spread té 
Ferghana and the position of Russians 
there is critical, as they do not possess 
sufficient mentocope with the insur- 
gents, part of their forces having gone 
to Pamirs. It has transpired that the 
@ashkend riots were not due solely to 
cholera, but that they were partly due 
to religious excitement caused by orders 
from the governor interfering with the 
rites in the mosques. 

Loypon, Aug. 3.—The Vienna corre- 
spondent of the News says: “It is re- 
ported that fifty deaths from cholera 
are occurring daily at St. Jean d' Are, 
the victims being chiefly pilgrims. The 
authorities of Lewberg have been of- 
ficially informed that the disease has 
appeared at Poltava, in the south - 
Russia. 


Palacio Very Brave at Paris. 

Panis, Aug. 3.—The ex-President of 
Venezuela, Dr. Palacio, isin Paris. In 
an interview he said he had been un- 
justly slandered. He was by no means 
forced to abandon his country, e left 
of his on free will and is still the only 
constitutional president of Venezuela. 
His successor, Dr. Villegas, is simply in 
charge of the presidency.

Twenty-five Miners on Trial in the Fed- 
eral Court, 

Botsz City (Idaho,) Aug. 8.—[By 
the Associated Press.] One of the 
most remarkable criminal trials ever 
occurring in this State was com- 
menced today in the United States Dis- 
trict Court. It is the case of twenty- 
five Cour d’Alene miners, who are 
charged with contempt of court in hav- 
ing violated an injunction of United 
States District Judge Beatty, restrain- 
ing them from interfering with the 
workings of certain mines in the Coeur 
d' Alene district. They are charged 
with having participated in the riots by 
which many lives were lost and much

A Democratic Caueus on the 
World's Fair.

It Results in a Proposition to Cut 
Down the Appropriation. 


Seaeral Demoerrts Decline to be 
Bound by This Action. 


The President Vetoes the Bill Giving the 
Court of Claims Jurisdiction Over 
Land Titles— Washington 
Notes.

Wasnixdrox, Aug. 8—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The peace committee of 
ten members of the House considered 
the World's Fair matter this morning, 
and asthe hours progressed the state- 
ments of those who came out of the con- 
ference were to the effect that an 
agreement would probably be reached. 
About 1 o’clock the following basis was 
agreed to: The House to reconsider its 
action on the Sundry Civil Bill, by 
which it agreed tothe Senate amend- 
ment appropriating $5,000,000 for the 
World's Fair, andthe bill to be sent 
back to the conference with the under- 
standing that it shall be eliminated 
from the bill. The Durborow World’s 
Fair bill shall be taken up and shall be 
voted on Saturday. The amount carried 
by this bill, however, is to be reduced 
from $5,000,000 to $2,500,000 and 
made a direct gift. The committee 
simply submits the agreement to the 
caucus and the members are not bound 
to vote for the Durborow bill. They 
merely agree if the caucus accepts the 
proposition, notto filibuster against it. 

The Democratic caucus met and the 
session was one of dissension. The 
Texas delegation then left the hall, re- 
fusing to be bound by the agreement. 
Other members followed their example, 
taking the ground that the decision of 
the caucus will have no binding effect. 

The caucus was in session three-quar- 
ters ofan hour. It adopted without di- 
vision the report of the World’s Fair 
Peace Committee with a verbal amend- 
ment. The understanding is that the 
Rules Committee will report an order in 
the morning for final action on the 
Sundry Civil Bill, after which the Dur- 
borow Bill will be taken up. .

A VETO. 


The Court of Claims Cannot Pass on Land 
Patents. 

Wasgmarox, Aug. 3.— [By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The President has ve- 
toed the Senate bill amending the act 
of March 8, 1887, conferring on the 
Court of Claims jurisdiction in contested 
land patent cases. 

The President in vetoing the bill 
says, in part, that the work of the Land 
Office for the past three years has been 
so efficient that a large accumulation 
has been swept away, and the office is 
now engaged on current business. It 
seems to the President that the transfer 
in whole or part of this business to 
courts, some of whose dockets are al- 
ready loaded, cannot tend to expedi- 
tion, while it is manifest that by 
reason ot the greater formality 
in the taking and presentation 
of evidence required in court and 
the long distance settlers would have to 
travel, the costs would be enormously 
increased. As to the concurrent juris- 
diction given the district courts and 
Court of Claims, the President says it 
is doubtful whether territorial courts 
are district“ courts within the mean- 
ing of the bill. If they are held not to 
be such, the effect of this legislation. 
would be that all suits from the Terri- 
tories must come to Washington. The 
plaintiff, it will be observed by act, is 
also given the option tosue in the Dis- 
trict courts or Court of Claims. The 
President cannot understand why the 
plaintiff should have this advantage, 
one not given, as far as he knows, in 
any other law fixing the form of litiga- 
tion between individuals. Not only 
this, but the Court of Claims was estab- 
lished, as far as he recalls, wholly tor 
the trial of money claims and has no 
adequate provision for conducting suits 
between individaals contesting private 
rights. Furthermore, the Court ot 
Claims is already burdened since the 
reference to it of Indian depredation 
and French spoliation claims, etc. 
Again, the bill is so indefinite in its pro- 
visions that it canuot de told, the Pres- 
ident thinks, what function, if any, re- 
mains to be discharged by the General 
Land office. 

In conclusion, the President says that 
he is inclined to believe that if pro- 
visions were made as in section 1063 
of the Revised Statutes, relating to 
claims in other departments, for the 
transfer to a proper court under proper 
regulations, of certain contest cases, 
involving questions affecting large 
classes of claims, it would be a relief to 
the Land Office and would tend to the 
more speedy adjustment of land titles, 
a result which would be to the interest 
of all people.

ONLY A DREAM. 


A Little Girl Witnesses a Horrible 
Tragedy in Her Sleep. 


She Runs Several Blocks in Her Night 
Clothes to Give the Alarm—One of 
the Strangest Cases on 
Record. 


A most singular case of sleep-walking 
reached the ears of a Times reporter 
yesterday. A Mr. Woods, who resides 
with his family at the corner of St. 
Julian and Fifth streets is the father of 
a beautiful little girl. The child is 
11 years of age and is very bright and 
possesses a vivid imagination. 

Yesterday morning, just as day was 
breaking, the little girl appeared 
at the front door of a friend 
of the family on Los Angeles 
near Second street and loudly de- 
manded admittance. The family were 
sound asleep, but were soon aroused 
and on opening the: door they were as- 
tonished to see the child standing on 
the porch in her night-dress. 

One glance at her face told them that 
she was suffering from some great men- 
tal shock. Her bleeding little feet 
showed plainly that she had not picked 
her way over the rough streets and 
sidewalks as she fled’over the space be- 
tween her home and the house of her 
friends. 

lt was several minutes before she 
could get control of her tongue, after 
she was assisted into the house. The 
first words she uttered were to the 
effect that masked men had entered her 
father’s house and murdered the whole | 
family except herself, and she escaped 
by running out the back way and climb- 
ing over the fence. The murderers 
chased her some distance, but finally 
gave up and returned to their bloody 
work. 

She was so frightetied when she first 
began to talk that ber words ran to- 
gether in such a manner that her friends 
could hardly understand her, but a few 
questions soon convinced them that 
something terrible had happened, and 
they started for Mr. Wood’s house on 
the dead run, fully expecting to find 
every member of the family lying in 
their beds with their skulls beat in and 
their throats cut from ear to ear. 

They approached the house with pale 
faces and bated breath. Everything 
was as still as death about the place, 
and as the front doors and windows 
were closed they hurried to the back 
entrance and found the door wide open. 
Their feelings under the circumstances 
can better be imagined than described 


tered the kitchen. 

They saw no signs of strife or blood- 
shed, and as they moved from room to 
room and failed to find the mangled 


bodies of any of their friends they grew | 


bolder, and in a few minutes the sleep- 
ing rooms were entered. The inmates 
of the house were sleeping soundly and 
as the searching party entered with a 
rush there was a general awakening. 

Then followed a scene that would 
have thrown the oldest surprise party 
on record into fits of jealous rage. The 
surprise on both sides was mutual and 
startling. 

‘The Woods family were frightened 
almost out of their wits to see so many 
visitors about their bedsides at such an 
hour, while the visitors. were so aston- 
ished at the sight that met their eyes 
that their tongues refused to obey 
orders and explain matters, and for 
fully five minutes not a word was uttered 
on either side. 

In due course of time the object of 
the early visit was made known to the 
supposed dead people, and it slowly 
dawnei upon all present that the little 
girl who gave the alarm had been walk- 
ing in her sleep. 

e child dreamed that her family 
had been murdered and left the house 
while yet asleep. She wandered about 
until she reached a_ point near her 
friend’s house on Los Angeles street, 
when she suddenly came out of the 
trance, but the terrible picture was so 
vivid that she believed her dream to be 
true and she rushed to the house and 
gave the alarm. 

She recovered from her fright as soon 
as shé understood that it was a dream 
and laughingly stated that she consid- 
ered it a good joke. 

This is the first time she has ever 
walked in her sleep, and her parents 
are unable to account for her strange 
actions.

PALos (Spain,) Aug. 8.—[By Cable 
and Associated Press.] This is the four 
hundredth anniversary of the day on 
which Columbus set sail from Palos: 
westward on his voyage of discovery. 
The festivities arranged here for cele- 
brating the day were carried out with 
great eclat. The view from the town, 
however, was obscured by a thick mist, 
which hung over the river and rendered 
it impossible to see more than the dim 
outline of the hulls of “ue vessels lying 
at anchor. 


At 6 o’clock, the hour at which Co- 
lumbus began his voyage, he caravel 


of the vessel of that name belonging to 
Colymbus’s expedition, which had been 
lying off shore all night, set her sails 
for the passage through the lines of 
warships anchored outside of the bar, 
but owing to the prevalence of a dead 
calm, a line was run to her from 
a gunboat and she was towed 
down the stream, followed by 
the Spanish flotilla in single file. 
Minister of Marine Montijo was on 
board the warship Legaspi. The 
voyage down the river to the bar, past 
the monastery of Larabida, on which 
building flags of all American States 
were flying, occupied about an hour. 
Outside of the bar were moored vessels 
of the foreign squadrons which had 
come to take part in the celebration. 
These vessels formed in line between 
which the caravel passed amid the 
thundering of salutes and deafening 
cheers. ist and smoke from the 
guns made it impossible to watch the 
maneuvers of the caravel which fol- 
lowed for some distance the route 
taken by Columbus 400 years ago. 

Fifteen of the Spanish flotilla con- 
voyed the Santa Maria several miles to 
sea and when the signal was given by 
the Spanish Minister of Marine for the 
vessels to return, the caravel was given 
a farewell salute. 

At 9 o' clock the little vessel returned 
and reéntered the river.

SWARMS OF RUSSIAN FLIES. 


They Darken the Lights of St, Louis and

{A St. Louis dispatch, July 27.] 

Swarms of immense flies appeared 
last night around the electric arc lights 
throughout the city. They were almost 
as large as an ordinary butterfly, but 
shaped entirely different, the body not 
being so heavy and the wings much 
more nariow and as transparent as 
ether itself. On Olive street and Broad- 
way, where the arc lights were low, 
these big flies came in such swarms that 
they shaded the brilliant electric lights 
and settled upon the sidewalks in such 
numbers that pedestrians took the 
street in preference to walking through 
the beds they had formed of themselves.

What the Democrats Would Do. 
The Democratic party having de- 


ment ofthe United States has no au- 
thority under the Constitution to levy 
taxes forthe protection of industries, 
thus committing itself to a radical free 
trade policy, it behooves the people of 
this country to find out exactly what is 
proposed in this departure from the es- 
tablished system, and to note exactly 
what the Democrats propose to do 
should they obtain the reins of power. 

If it is not permissible to protect 
American products by a tariff tax, then 
any tariff that is collected must be laid 
upon articles not produced in this coun- 
try. It would be folly to attempt to 
raise the requisite revenue for the Gov- 
ernment from the few products thus im- 
ported, since the imposition of such a 
heavy tax would raise them to the line 
of luxuries which the masses could not 
afford and thus greatly restrict the im- 
portations. 

Great Britain, which is the model of 
the Democracy’s “tariff for revenue“ 
ideas, collects duties on the following 
articles: Beer, chiccory, cccoa, coffee, 
currants, figs, plate, plums, prunes, 
raisins, rum, brandy, gin, other spirits, 
tea, tobacco and wine. These duties 
last year yielded Great Britain £19- 
479,471, or about one-third of the 
amount needed for the maintenance of 
the government. 

If the Democrats should come into 
power and maintain absolute consis- 


| tency in their announced policy they 


could not tax even this limited line of 
products, since many of them are of 
home production. By laying a tax that 
would stop short of prohibition on tea, 
coffee, cocoa, dye stuffs, fancy woods 
and such things as the United States 
does not yield, they would be able, per- 
haps, to raise one-third of the revenues 
required. The other two-thirds would 
have to be raised by such a system of 
taxation as was resorted to during the 
war—on bank checks, notes, mortgages, 
deeds, on home manufactures, such as 
matches, carriages, furniture, boots and 
shoes and on incomes. If this were 
done, who would then be shouting about 
war taxes in time of peace? 

The industries of the country would 


overturning af the tariff, but with such 
burdens of taxation imposed confusion 
would be worse confounded. yee 


industrial revolution such as the Demo- 
crats proposed after a half-hour of hot- 
headed clamor led by Henry Watterson 
and his Southern coadjutors. 

It is best that we should look at these 
matters in cold blood and see to what 
extremes such a policy would commit 
the country. Even the larger part of 
the Democrats are not prepared for 
such sweeping and drastic measures. 


Trade Tyranny is Doomed, 

The outcome of the labor troubles at 
Homestead and Pittsburgh and in the 
mining regions of Idaho, now pretty 
well foreshadowed, ought to prove a 
convincing lesson to organized labor in 
the United States that nothing is worse 


for their cause in the long run than an 


angry resort to injustice and violence. 
The sympathies of the American peo- 
ple are strongly, inclined toward the 


the country are themselves workers in 
some field, and even the most of those 
who are well-to-do or affluent can re- 
member the time when they had to face 
the world in a struggle for bread and 
butter. Society has not yet been 
molded into hard and fast lines divid- 
ing the aristocracy fromthe proletariat 
so that there is lack of sympathy be- 
tween them, and we hope the evil day 
when such may be the case is afar off. 

The greatest pride of America has 
been the freedom vouchsafed to its indi- 
vidual citizens, This freedom has found 
its best exemplification in the privilege 
of every man to better his fortunes, to 
cross social lines, to achieve by industry 
and genius the proudest position in the 
land. Thus the whole trend of our po- 
litical economy has been to dignify 


‘labor and extend its rights and priv- 


ileges. By the policy of tariff protec- 
tion, which has held sway since theearly 
days of the Republic, we have really sur- 
rounded our country with a Chinese 
wall. And to what end? Simply that 
we might maintain hereconditions bene- 
ficialto labor. Simply that the indus- 
trial systems of the rest of the world, 
which have already redtced labor toa 
low level, should not invade our country 
and similarly affect American working- 
men. The worst that can be said against 


the American protective tariff system 


is that it is an effort to maintain an 
artificial condition as against the ten- 
dencies of all the rest of the world. 
But this artificial condition—the promo- 
tion of the welfare of the common peo- 
ple is one of the central ideas of our 


4+ ion, a grand purpose, the corner- 


stone of.our greatness. ; 

Thus, as we say, the sympathies of 
the Amefican people are with the labor- 
ing classes, and so strong and so gen- 
eral have these sympathies been that 
they have shaped the policy of the Na- 
tion. 

But when American labor, thus pro- 
tected against the rest of the world 
and sustained and dignified, becomes 
arrcgant and dictatorial, when it as- 
sumes the prerogative of taking the 
law into itsown hands and overriding 
the principles of equity which have 
given it all its advantages—it is on dan- 
gerous ground.

The principle of equity is carried 
even further when we say that, since 
the whole people have agreed to pro- 
tect laboring men in their rights, it is 
not permissible for a part of the labor- 


Matters not under what system this 
is attempted—call it organized labor“ 
or what you will. Unorganized labor 
has just as many rights as organized 
labor. 
A man's a man for a’ that, 

And every American citizeti has the 
privilege under the Constitution to 
labor and enjoy his earnings, American 
freedom in its broadest sense demands, 


only from the tyranny of capital, but 
from the tyranny of labor as well. 
Organized labor’’ in the United States, 
under the guise of unions aud federated 
trades has attempted such tyranny 
both against capital and against 
labor. In fact, the sort of despotism 
directed against working people who 
do not choose to affiliate with 
and sustain the organizations in 
their extreme course, is more gall- 
ing and insupportable than any in- 
justice attempted against capital. The 
tyranny of labor against labor is most 
vindictive and cruel. It tabooes a man 
and drives him out to starve—not bé- 
cause he has committed any crime 
against God or man—not because he has 
proven unworthy in any respect—but 
because he has dared to assert his 
rights as an American freeman, refus- 
ing to bow. down to the imperium in 
imperio, known as a labor organization. 

It is against this un-American, un- 
lawful, iniquitous tendency that Tun 
Trurs has earnestly and consistently 
protested fora long time, and fought 
with some measure of success. It is for 
the rights of citizenship, the rights of 
manhood that we demand justice and 
fair play. The sins of organized 
labor“ are upon its own head. It has 
gone too far. It has outraged the prin- 
ciples of American freedom. Instead 
of standing for the protection of the 
laboring classes, it has assumed the 
role of tyrant over them; instead of 
respecting the rights of property, it 
has overridden them with the audacity 
of a robber upon the highway. 

Such a course is bound to fail. It 
has produced-a reaction of sentiment in 
the liberty-loving classes of the country 
which will not stop until the aggressive 
tendency of labor organizations is 
checked and they are taught by severe 
lessons their proper place in the great 
economic system.

Meeting of the Sonthern Califor- 
nia Associa tion. 


Encouraging Reports Presented from 
the Various Committees. 


Expense of Forwarding Exhibits 
Within the State Building. 


The State Commission will be Asked to) 
Defray the Cost—Megting of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee—Finan- 
cial Statement. 


The quarterly meeting of the South- 
ern California Worlfs Fair Association 
was called to ordeß at 10:80. o'clock 
yesterday morning fm the Chamber of 
Commerce with Thomas R. Bard in the 
chair. Frank Wiggins ‘acted as secre- 
tary. The other members present were 
Messrs. Kimball, Jenes Voung, Fish, 
Crafts, Bundy, ere, Klokke, For- 
rester, Wells, Mosher, Teale. 

After the reading dt the minutes the 
secretary read à report an the grain, 
honey, mineral e exhibits, 
wherein he recompiended immediate 
action in the arrangement for a better 
exhibit of these profinucts. 


having the State Commission pay all the 
the expenses incurred in forwarding 
and arranging exhibits within the State 
building and expressed a desire that 
this association direct a communication 
to Mr. Rose and the commission relative 
to the matter. 

Mr. Forrester therenpon moved, and 
it was duly carried, that the Chair ap- 
point a committee of three to draft a 
letter to Messrs,, Rose and. Ferguson, 
commissioners of the southern districts, 
and correspond with other members of 
the commission with reference to the 
State Commission paying all expenses 
of the exhibits in the State building, 
and helping toward the expenses of ex- 
hibits in the department buildings. 
Said committee, in brief, to closely 
watch the interests of the association 
and secure for the southern. counties 
the assistance due by virtue of the taxes 
paid into the State Treasury. :

_ Acommunication was also read from 
the Ways and Means Committee of the 
World’s Columbian Exposition stating 
that the sale of, goods for immediate 
delivery would ba: pemmitteds-ex- 
cept where special €oncessions were 
allowed. That the policy under which 
the exposition is working is that mer- 
chandising in the accepted sense of the 
word will under no circumstances be 
permitted.

The rules covering the maximum and 
minimum quantities of articles to be 
exhibited have not yet been completed. 
Nor has the questign, of, awards been 
settled. It is pretty;safeyto. say, how- 
ever, that there will be médals and cer- 
tificates of merit, but the matter of 
cash premiums is still in abeyance. 

Several letters were also 
from Secretary Thompson, 
he stated that they were work 
ing. on the plans of the Cali- 
fornia building and would soon be able 
to give definite information as regards 
space for and installation of exhibits. 
He also writes that no action has been 
taken with reference to the inspectors 
of the exhibits, supposing that the ma- 
jority of the goods being. prepared 
would be sent to the preliminary ex- 
hibit in San Francisco this winter, 
where the inspection would be made by 
persons appointed by the commission. In 
cases where the exhibit: was not sent to 
this exhibit the commission would, no 
doubt, appoint the inspectors for the 
‘various localities. He also informed 
the association that ‘nothing has been 
done in the matter ofa State fish ex- 
hibit. He complimented the southern 
counties on the active work bejng done 
by the various organizations, ‘stating 
that were the balance of the State as 
well organized he would have but little 
doubt but what the State exhibit would 
be a grand success. 3 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

In the afternoon session’ I. Hall of 
Duarte appeared before the association 
and gave his experience of preparing 
an exhibit for the Centennial, stat- 
ing that the Ist of May would be 
too late for a citrus exhibit. That the 
confusion and disarrangement ot the 
buildings would render it impossible to 
gain free access to anexhibit before the 
Ist of June, which wotild be entirely 
too late to exhibit California’s best cit- 
rus fruits. He would therefore recom- 
mend that some arrangements be made 
by which Southern California could 
open up her citrus exhibit in some of 
the numerous buildings the 1st of March 
to the 15th of April. assuring the asso- 
ciation that the attendance would be 
fully as satisfactory, if not better, than 
were it deferred until the opening of 
the fair. If arrangements could not be 
made with the department in Chicago 
he would suggest that Southern Cali- 
fornia take up the matter themselves. 
The matter was left to the special com- 
mittee to consult with the State Com- 
mission. 

Mr. Young of San Diego stated that 
their county would dodate and pay the 
‘expense of placing on the cars a palm 
tree 128 years old, meas 50 feet 
high, to be placed in front of the Cali- 
‘fornia building in Chicago, provided the 
State would pay for transportation and 
plant same. This was one of the first 
trees planted by white men on Califor- 
nia soil. 

The association then adjourned and 
the Executive Committee was called to

SANTA ANA. 

The trail of Capt. William McKelvey’s 
murderer, Francisco Torres, has been dis- 
covered by the omcert, and before morning 
the villian may be pounced down upon by a 
trio of armed officers, who left this city at 
alate hour yesterday afternoon and who 
were confident they were within a few 
miles of the refugee. 

The story of the old Mexican, as pub- 
lished in this column yesterday, was at first 
doubted by many here, but later on it was 
ascertained thatit proved the thread which 
led to the discovery of the trail. 

An officer said to Tur Tliuxs reporter yes- 
terday: “I think Torres will be captured 
inside of twenty-four hours. We are con- 
fident he is not over ten or twelve miles 
from this city and the forces today are con- 
centrating upon him. The country is 
rough and every precaution is taken to 
shut off every avenue of escape.“ 

Several officers from San Diego county 
have taken up the watch on the south and 
are guarding the Temecula trail at various 
points.
